Almost Two Million Bus. Grain 
Marketed Here In Past Year 


Figures supplied the Advocate 
by courtesy of Lionel Chell, Alber¬ 
ta Pacific agent here, show that 
V ulcan is mainta'ning its position 
as a leading grain growing centre 
and primary wheat shipping point. 

In the jear just past from Aug¬ 
ust 1st, 1946 to July 31, 1947, a 
total of 1,854,607 bushels of wheat 
was marketed tnrypgh Vulcan’s 
eight elevators and coarse grains 
received by the elevators in the 
same period totalled 118,769 bush¬ 
els. The combined totals show 
that in the past twelve months at 
Vulcan almost two million bushels 
of grain were marketed. 

These figures do not represent 
the total marketings of the Vulcan 
district, as they do not include 
grain delivered to- Kirkcaldy and 
Ensign elevators. 

Railway figures show that this 
same period of twelve months 918 
cars of wheat and 53 cars of coarse 
grains were shipped out of Vulcan. 


Want Check 
On Decontrol 


Executives of U.F.A. and U.F. 
W.A. finished a t'wo-day session in 
which one of the decisions was re¬ 
peated emphasis on . reconsidera¬ 
tion of the decontrol policy. The 
reason is to prevent further dis¬ 
parity in prices between what the 
farmer gets and the price he has 
to pay on many upward" climbing 
commodit es. Cost of production is 
increasing steadily, amt affects the 
farm adversely. When the principle 
of contracts was accepted, farm 
organizations pointed out that ac¬ 
ceptance of these pr'ces was farm 
contribution to prevent inflation, 
end that the stipulated returns 
would bo acceptable only as long 
es existing relationship in prices 
cont nued stable. The U.F.A.' be¬ 
lieves that further price increases 
Ciust b«f prevented or tho entire 
price basis of existing contracts 
will have to be reconsidered. 

The executive approved the ap¬ 
pointment by the provincial gov¬ 
ernment of a commission to go'tn- 
to the matter of taxation in the 
-province but urged that it be in¬ 
creased to a three man commis¬ 
sion, two of them to be non-civil 
servants. 

The matter of the British wheat 
agreement was discussed anil the 
executive are Urging that the ne¬ 
gotiated price for 1948 be set at 
$1.55 per bushel. They also are 
urging that western farmers be 
given representation through a 
w«stern representative of the Can¬ 
adian Federation of Agriculture 
at hny meeting when the British 
agreement is being considered. 
The government is,being asked to 
keep the I'.IJ.A. informed through 
the Allierta Federation of Agri¬ 
culture, of any action that is tak-* 
in in connection with the British 
Agreement.

Price of Flax 
$5.00 A Bushel 

A sharp increase in the ceiling 
price of flax-seed from $3.25 to $5 
a bushel wa3 announced by the Pri¬ 
ces Board in a statement aetting 
the 1947 prices for other top-graoe 
oil-bearing seeds. 

Prices for No. 1 Canada West¬ 
ern Sunrise type sunflower seed has 
been fixed at six cents a pound, one 
cent a pound more than last year, 
while prices for No. 1 Canada 
Western Mennonite typo sunflower 
seed and rape seed remain the same 
■Us last year at five and six cents a 
pound, respectively. 

Ix>wer grades of oil-bearfng 
seeds will be fixed at prices in re¬ 
lation to these top-grade prices, the 
board said. Because of the present 
short supply of these seeds, the 
Wheat Board will continue to pu» 
chose them and allocate them to 
essential users. 

The increase in the flaxseed 
ceiling w:h result in a jump from 
f-10 to $46 a ton in the basic earlot 
price of an oil cake, a feet! used 
for livestock. . All prices become 
effective Aug. 1. 

Officials said that when the 
original ceiling was established on 
oil cake meal it was on a basis of 
$1764 a bushel for flax. When flax 
prices rose to $3.75 and later to 
$4.25 a bushel, the entire increase 
had been carried by the users bf 
linseed oil. The recent increase in 
oil cake prices njeant this product 
would bear only a small portion of 
tho flax price increase.

A newly drilled well with auto¬ 
matic electric pump furnishes the 
water supply and constant hot 
water is ensured by an automatic 
electric jacket heater. A new 
cesspool has also been constructed. 
Hot air heat is furnished by an 
automatic oil furnace. 

Venetian blinds and additional 
new office • furniture will be in¬ 
stalled shortly and Mike now claims 
.that he has the most modern and 
comfortable office *of any grain 
buyer in Albert*. 


Heavy Losses As Big Hail Storm 
Cuts Swath Through District 


Six-Mile Wide Path of 
Destruction Cut Through 
District; Heavy Losses 


Tuesday of this week was a 
black day foY many farmers of this 
district when in mid-afternoon a 
terrific hail storm swept in from 
the direction of Nanton and caused 
heavy damage fo crops in a strip 
about six miles wide and some 
thirty miles long. 

Heaviest damage was done in 
the Reid Hill district east of Vul¬ 
can where hailstones a half-inch 
in diameter and larger flattened 
crops into the ground, broke win¬ 
dows and even damaged roofs of 
buildings. Crop prospects in this 
district were quite good before the 
storm struck. 

Although it covered a wide area, 
the storm was of a freakish nature 
and some farms directly in its~ 
path report comparatively little 
hail damage. Other instances 
have been reported of fields 100 
percent hailed and adjoining fields 
practically untouched. 

With the main road from the 
Little Bow River through Vulcan 
and out to Reid Hill as roughly its 
axis of advance, fche storm was 
accompanied by thunder and light¬ 
ning and heavy rain. Many re¬ 
ports of 100 percent loss have been 
received and local hail insurance 
men are of the opinion that losses 
in the storm’s path will likely 
average out at a good fifty per¬ 
cent. 

It is thought that the majority 
of the farmers affected carried 
hail insurance, but the loss will 
nevertheless be very heavy. 

Monday afternoon and night the 
district received a good rain, vary¬ 
ing from a good half inch in town 
and east to almost an inch in the 
west district. This had brightened 
crop prospects considerably and an 
over-all district average of twenty 
bushels per acre was looked for. 

Heavy, scattered showers were" 
general throughout the district 
Tuesday and those crops not hit 
by the hail will benefit consider, 
ably from this extra moisture. 
Late sown crops, still green in 
the straw, will be helped the most 
but burning and shrivelling of the 
early sown grain has been halted 
and those parts of the district un¬ 
affected by the hail will harvest a 
good, average crop.

Ample Water Supply For 
Town System Is Indicated 


Excellent Results From 
First Well Drilled; 

30 Gallons Minute 


The first of two wells, which 
will be the source of supply for the 
town's water system, has been 
completed by the drilling firm, C. 
P. 'Hendrickson of Innisfail, and 
on a 48 hour test, from Tuesday 
morning until Thursday morning 
of this week, flowed at the rate of 
30 gallons per minute. 

This is considered to he a very 
good well and, according to the 
engineering firm of Davis & Rin- 
ley, indcates that the water supply 
will be ample. This first well is 
located near the A. G. Scott black¬ 
smith shop and a second well will 
be drilled in the west end of town, 
so that an ample supply of water 
will be assured at all times. The 
swimming pool well on the south 
side of town will also be used in 
the water system. 

The well near the blacksmith 
shop was drilled to*a depth of 120 
feet and water was encountered 
at three different levels. 

Average total consumption for 
•the town whm the water system is 
in full operation is estimated to he 
20 to 40 gallons per minute, ac¬ 
cording to the season of the year. 

Sower pipe is the one material 
for the proposed water-sewer sys¬ 
tem bn which there would appear 
to he any considerable dglay in de- 
* livery. Other materials are all 
obtained within a maximum of 
about three months, but at the 
present time it would appetr that 


it will be another eighteen to 
twenty months before the Town's 
order for sewer pipe will be filled.

A 
family of five needs more than 1V4 dozen eggs week¬ 
ly, and eggs still continue tc be good value for the 
price. . t , 

The outlined budget provides for 18 quarts of 
milk and three pounds of butter a week, which seems 
generous in relation to other foods. It provides for 
fresh and dried vegetables, bread and oranges. But 
it lumps lard, sugar, coffee, tea and cereals and 
such foods as sort of incidentals aggregating 75 
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S. S. Sears of Nanton has receiv¬

Sas¬ 
katchewan is already doing this, 
but is stipulating that there must 
first be approval of the Palomino 
Association. So it is the responsi¬ 
bility of the Palomino Breeders to 
maintain standards. 

There are a number of Palo¬ 
minos in the High River district 
but Nanton, is considered the Palo- 
nuno centre of the west. Nanton 
played up this angle of district 
achievement so effectively at the 
Calgary Stampede that they, gov 
first prize in their section. More 
than that, they got attention ol 
many visitors at the Stampede.

1946 Had 9000 
Hurt in Western 
Car Crashers 


A special j< int committee of 
Senate and Commons has been in¬ 
vestigating Indian conditions 
across Canada and has recom¬ 
mended that a separate depart - 
n ent be set up to administrate all 
phases of Indian Affairs. All edu¬ 
cational matf -rs, including selec¬ 
tion of teach os for Indian schools 
should be placed under direct re¬ 
sponsibility of the Indian Affairs 
authorities. 

There are further recommenda- 
t : ons: 

1. That the Indian affairs branch 
take immediate steps, consistent 
with the wishes of the Indian 
bands concerned, to remove from 
Indian reserves all persons other 
than Indians who reside in, or car- 
i.v on business on an Indian re¬ 
serve. 

2. That Indians who are quali¬ 
fied for any position in the admin¬ 
istration of Indian affairs, at any

More than 9,000 people were in¬ 
jured in motor accidents in the 
four western provinces last year, 
according to official figures com¬ 
piled at Ottawa. 

The report also shows that 331 
people were killed in motor acci¬ 
dents in the four western prov¬ 
inces in 194C. 

In Alberta, there were 40 fata, 
ities in motor accidents, the low¬ 
est of all western provinces. Sas¬ 
katchewan had 65 persons killed in 
such accidents, Manitoba JZ9 and 
British Columbia the most with a 
total" of 147. 

Fix Speed Rate 

In order to cope with the situa- 
t on in this province the provincial 
government brought into effect on 
July 1st an order which establishes 
maximum rates of speed for all 
vehicles. 

Under the new order, the maxi¬ 
mum rate for passenger cars and 
buses and all other road vehicles 
is 50 miles per hour. For motor 
trucks the top rate is 40 miles per 
hour. 

The provincial authorities be¬ 
lieve that establishing of these 
maximum rates will have its ef¬ 
fect of reducing the number of 
road accidents. 

The Ottawa survey of motor ve¬ 
hicle accidents last year shows 
that in Alberta, 1,533 persons were 
injured. There was no estimate of 
the property loss. —-—• 

On the basis of detailed studies 
of the report from Nova Scotia, 
New Brunswick, Ontario, Manito¬ 
ba and British Columbia, it was 
determined that drivers involved 
in fatal or other wise most serious 
accidents were between 25 and 40 
years of age, were experienced and 
were in normal physical condition. 
Most of the accidents took place on 
stiaight roads or at street inter¬ 
sections in daylight. 

The conclusion is that drivers 
responsible for these accidents 
were careless, inattentive, guilty of 
road-hogging or wilfully reckless.

Alberta’s .Bill of Rights was 
ruled ultra vires by the Privy 
Council on the .ground that it 
so'ught to restrict chartered banks 
from continuing to carry on a le¬ 
gitimate part of present operation. 

Viscount Simon, one of thos- 
studying the bill, believes that botji 
part 2 of the act which provides 
control of provincial credit, anil 
part one, enact ng social security 
pensions were invalid. He held that 
social security in part one, was an¬ 
ticipating provisions of part 2 for 
control of credit, and social secui 
ity is merely aspiration unless part 
2 operates. 

In a summary of arguments pre 
sented by Hon. Lucien Maynara, 
attorney general, when he was in 
Ixmdon, Lord Simon said that Mr. 
Maynard had^said that part 2 was 
not legislation relating to banking, 
but was legislation relating to 
property and civil rights. 

The legality of the Bill of Rights 
rests on whether a provincial, gov¬ 
ernment has right to control cred¬ 
it, but Mr. Maynard argued that 
the bill of rights did not Conflict 
with banking rights exclusive* to 
the Dominion under the B.N.A. 
Act. 

The Bill of Rights would have 
paid a $600 annual pension to un¬ 
employed Albertans as a security 
measure. 

Previous attempts -to inaugur¬ 
ate Social Credit principles were 
made in 1936, 1937 and 1938. All 
have been declared ultra viris by 
the courts, on the ground that the 
province cannot establish control 
of credit necessary to setup any 
dividend plan.

Some time ago Arthur Ford of 
the London Free- Press wrote an 
article reviving some of the inci¬ 
dents in the career qf Bob Edwards 
of the Eye Opener. These recollec¬ 
tions were gathered from Colonei 
Porter of Winnipeg, at one time 
editor of the Calgary Herald. 

This article bears repeating and 
goes on as follows:: “Bob Ed¬ 
wards’ grandfather was Robert 
Chambers, the famous Scottish 
publisher. He came to this con¬ 
tinent in 1893 and did his first 
writing on a paper called The 
‘Boomerang, edited at Cheyenne by 
Bill Nye. Boh admitted he got his 
idea of the Eye Opener from Bill 
Nye. From Cheyenne he went to 
Winnipeg and was proofreader on 
the Free Pres3. Then he headed 
lor Alberta, locating h : s printing 
shop in a livery stable in Wetaski- 
win. From Wetaskiwin he went to 
High River, then to Calgary. , 

“The Eye Opener never had more 
than 10,000 circulation but it wyit 
ail over the world. If Bob didn’t 
have the fhoney on hand to issue a 
paper, it just didn’t appear.” 

“Bob created Peter McGonigle, 
the mythical editor of an equally 
mythical paper the Midnapore 
Gazette. He made McGonigle ana 
Midnapore famous. He pictureu 
Midnapore a3 a flour'shing town, 
and Peter its chief public charac¬ 
ter. Bob pictured him as a dangei- 
ous individual who shot up the 
town on slightest provocation. Pet¬ 
er was always in battle with the 
Mounted Police. 

“Peter fell in love with a wid¬ 
ow. Edwards finally brought this 
romance to a sad end. He told how 
McGonigle called on the widow 
one evening. McGonigle’s dog wan 
waiting on the doorstep, when a 
dog fight started down the street. 
The dog left the widow’s home to 
join in hostilities, and in the mean¬ 
time McGonigle left. But the dog 
returned, lay down on the dooi 
, step and went to sleep. In the 
morning people going to work saw 
the dog still on the widow’s door¬ 
step. That started such a scandal 
that the w'diw had to go east on 
a holiday, while McGonigle went 
on a fearsome drunk. 

Lord Strathcona Enraged 

One' of the famous mjiths was 
of a banquet in Calgary given in 
honor of McGonigle on his release 
irom penitentiary after horse 
stealing. This was a gala (mythi¬ 
cal) event w.iich Bob described in 
great detail telling of the tele¬ 
grams and cables sent to Peter 
from all over the world. Names, 
of prominent people were printed 
as being present to rejoice with 
Mr. McGonigle on his release. 
When Peter rose to reply to the 


many toasts, the- demonstrations 
of his audience were overwhelming 

“But there was an anti-climax 
tl.at Bob had not figured on. Lora 
Strathcona was amongst those 
mentioned in the Eye Opener as 
having extended cables of congrat¬ 
ulation which were read at the 
banquet. Lord Strathcona was hige 
commissioner to London, getting 
old and touchy. 

“When he picked up his London 
Morning Times he was amazed to 
read an alleged cable that he had 
sent congratulating a horse thief 
in Canada on his release from 
penitentiary, and praising him as 
a scholar and a fine type of British 
subject. Lord Strathcona nearly 
choked when he read the despatch. 
Ringing for his sacretary. he got 
the Times’ editor out of bed, and 
cabled Sir John Willison, Canadian 
representative of the Times for an 
explanation. 

It seems that some wag sent a 
clipping of thj story to Sir John 
Willison (Toronto) without stating 
that it was from the Calgary Eye 
Opener. S r John Willison took it 
seriously. It was a good story, so 
he cabled 800 words to England, 
including the alleged cable from 
Strathcona 

“The high commissioner was so 
v/rathy that he instructed his sol¬ 
icitor in Calgary, Sir James 
Lougheed, to start a suit for libel 
against the Eye Opener. It cost 
Lougheed several hundreds of dol¬ 
lars in cable to explain to Strath¬ 
cona that he would only make him¬ 
self the laughing stock of the 
West if he sued Edwardsj and 
what was more no Calgary jury 
could ever be hired to convict him. 

Peter McGonigle Dies 

“Edwards finally decided that 
Teter McGovgle had run his 
course. So he had this famous 
character come to Calgary. Amid 
blazing guns six Mounties arrested 
him when he got drunk, took him 
to jail and seized his weapons. He 
was so humiliated at hav ng pei 
mitted a mere detachment of six 
Mounties to subdue him, that ne 
cut his thixiat with a butcher knife 
found in the rubbish in his ceil. 
Then as a climax Bob Edwards 
printed a pi.’ture of his friend, 
Colonel Porte", and underneath put 
tne caption ‘Poor Peter McGonigle. 
The colonel was slightly annoyed 
but Bob Edwards said ‘Oh come 
row Colonel. Those wh'o know you 
realize it was a joke, and what 
does it matter about those who 
don’t know you’.”. *

(Experimental Farm News) 

The winter of 1946-47 was one 
of the worst winters experienced 
in Southern Alberta for winter 
wheat. Many fields winter-killed 
to the point where it was consider¬ 
ed advisable to re-seed the land to 
other grain. While the areas to 
ihe east and south of Lethbridge 
suffered more damage than the 
west part no locality seemed to 
escape winter killing entirely. 

The winter wheat acreage has 
increased rapidly in Southern Al¬ 
berta in recent years, principally 
due to the premium of ten cents a 
bushel over spring wheat, and the 
fact that winter wheat, through 
its earlier maturity, advances the 
harvest season and helps to some 
extent to counteract the July 
drought. There were 309,000 acres 
sown in Alberta in the fall of 1946 
and 63,000 acres in Saskatchewan. 

Sputhwestem Alberta has al¬ 
ways been found the safest area 
for winter wheat in the Prairie 
Provinces and farmers there real¬ 
ize that failures do not occur suf¬ 
ficiently often to warrant discour¬ 
agement from the recent results; 
Elsewhere on the prairies, however 
damage from winter killing must 
be expected more frequently. 

At the Dominion Experimental 
Station, Lethbridge, the winter 
wheat crop has only completely 
winter-killed once in the last 30 
years, and Kharkov winter wheat 
for an 18 year period has given an 
average yield of 19.6 bushels per 
acre, as compared with 18.1 bush¬ 
els per acre for Marquis, a Spring 
variety, both varieties being grown 
on sunvmerfallow and under simi¬ 
lar conditions. 

Kharkov (preferably the M. C. 
22 strain) and Yogo appear to be 
the two best varieties for South¬ 
ern Alberta at present. These are 
bearded varieties. Jones Fife, on 
account of being beardless, is pre¬ 
ferred by many farmers, but it Is 
definitely less winter hardy than 
Kharkov and Yogo, as was well 
demonstrated this season.
